Applicant argues that Rine does not disclose a QOS information element having at least 
one traffic class field for conveying the request for one of traffic classes in priority order. 

Applicant is remined that in the previous response filed on 6/20/06, the QOS information 
element having at least one traffic class field for conveying the request for one of traffic classes 
was described as a table in fig. 5 of the invention. In addition, the QOS "information element" is 
broadly claimed. Therefore, Examiner cites, in Rine, a priority table storing packets 
corresponding to different QOS classes. The different QOS classes are indicated by traffic class 
field values. For example, packet having a QOS class 2 will have a traffic class value 15. A QOS 
class indicates to which category of QOS the flow of packet belongs, etc, such class of latency, 
class of bandwidth, class of delay, etc. See col.2, lines 50-60 & col.8, lines 5-25. 

Examiner believes that claims 1-9 and 14-17 are overcome by the prior arts in the record.
